Non-Sitting Poultry as Winter

Generally speaking, birds of the non-sitting 
type, such as Leghorns and Міпогеая, are not 
classified as winter layers. It has been found, 
however, that if pullets of. these breeds are 
hatched in the spring, and reared in a hardy 
manner, they will lay throughout winter, 
provided the season is no very severe, and 
that the birds have comfortable quarters. 
The chief thing against them is the size of 
their combs, for these members are very apt 
to become frost-bitten, which causes a cessa- 
tion of laying. For preference, however, 
and especially for use on a large range, and 
when the ground is hard, and the winds are 
cold, we would select birds of the sitting type, 
such as Orpingtons, Plymouth Rocks, an 
W yandottes, hen fowls are in covered runs, 
one can keep the non-sitters with advantage.

Where wall space can ill be s; on which 
to grow gooseberries specially for thé dessert, 
the above is without doubt the next best 
method of securing highly-flavoured fruits.
